After  many  years  of  hard  worlc  we  had  at  last  made  it — we  were 
in  high  school !  For  our  sponsor  we  chose  Mr.  Nicholas  who  is 
still  with  us,  bless  his  little  heart.  We  toiled  many  hours  selling 
taffy,  magazines,  Christmas  cards,  and  school  ties.  We  also  pro- 
duced two  plays  and  sponsored  the  Junior-Senior  Reception.  As 
a  reward  for  our  labor  and  for  our  years  of  good  behavior,  came 
our  long-anticipated  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  New  York  City. 
Graduation  left  us  with  many  pleasant  memories  and  a  feeling 
it  had  all  been  worth  while.
